“The world wants desperately 
not female priests:and bishops, but 
Christian wives and mothors.’’. 

his was the crux of o striking 
address givén by the Bishop of 
Durham (Dr. Hensley Henson) to 
the Durham Diocesan Conference. 

Dr. Hensley Henson spoke of the 
crisis now “before the Church of 
England by reasoa of the enormous 
decrease in the number of ordina- 
tion candidates, and declared that 
in most parishes: the Church schools 
had gone, and mow the assistant 
curates were’ rapidly going. la- 
cumbents were ceasing'to bé parsons 
to tha,parishes, ‘and.they were be- 
coming ministers to,such congrega- 
tions as they could gather. ‘ 

“A genoration is growing up ia’ 
the industrial districts,” the Bishop 
continued, ‘' which ‘really does not 
possess" the elements of Christian. 
taith and morals, .and is destitute 
of the attachments ond habits. which 
have in the past been the buttresss 
of personal morality. :

18th, prisoner and the deceased and 
two other men camo off duty at 6 
am. They rested for awhile be- 
fore taking theit breskfast.

EVIDENCE, CALLED.

- He found tho skull 
practically smashed in on the left 
side, and one blow-had penctrated, 
to the brain. At the base of the 
skull there were four fractures. 
Tho cause of :death was mutiple 
wounds. of ‘the skal, fractures; and 
ldceration of the brain.

An, _ patonishing,. discovery hos 
been made on the leading ridge on 
Mount Waiopehu, at’ thé back of 
Levin, This, was the finding, on 
the, surface of the ground in the 
virgin bush, of a primitive dint 
knife’ or cutting instrument of o 
typs which, it would seem, can 
only, be ascribed to the Paleolithic 
ar Old Stone Age 
» Flint ia o rock quite foreign to 
the Tararua Range, and is in fact 
not found ‘inthe Wellington Pro- 
vince. Furthermore, this flint 
knife is. almost certainly not of 
Maori origin,. Mapri'stone adzes 
cand other artifacts being of the 
Neolithic or New Sténe Age type. 

“The Waiopehu flint knife is 3jin. 
in length, Sin. in breadth, and fin. 
in thickness, and has two keen cut- 
‘ting edges. Chipped. flint knives 
of similar character from Euro- 
pean sites have been ascribed by 
experts to early Palmolithic dates, 
‘and,thus were used by prehistoric 
man from 20,000 to 40,000 years ago. 

The Jate.Dr. Julius von Haast, 
one of New Zealond’s most dis- 
tinguished geologists, always main- 
tained that ‘there existed in Now 
Zenland long before the Maoris an 
abriginal race, whom ‘he designat- 
ed‘the Moa:hunters, and that their:
